LONDON, Sept. 4 {Dolayed in
Transmisalon. ) —For the first time
the veil of secrecy over the British
naval operations has been 1ifted
Drulng the last week a correspondent
visited the grand fleet and the great
naval bases, At one naval basa he
saw drydocks eapable of docking the
largest dreadnaughts, which had
been bulltl sinee the war began,

Maps wera shown the correspon-
dent marking pointa where German
submarines had been sighted and on
which the results of the atlacks were
classified under “captured.’” *“sup-
posed sunk’” and “sunk.” When
bubbles are observed rising for a long
time at the same spot in smooth
witler it is taken for grunted that a
submarina’s career has been ended.
